GTE Executive Tells Rotary 
Clab Of New Equipment 


The Elba Rotary Club heard a 
report on telephone service Monday 
when vice-president Bill Entz of 
General Telephone, Dothan, 
addressed the group. 

Entz covered the recent break-up 
of AT&T, deregulation of the tele- 
communications industry and of 
particular interest of the group he 
was addressing, Entz updated his 
audiance on the upcoming extended 
area service (EAS) plant for Elba, 
New .Brockton and Enterprise. The 
of this year, said Entz. The 
engineering is complete, the inside 
office work is in progress and Entz 
expects completion by the fall. 

He explained and’ showed 
samples of the new fiber-optic cables 
that will be installed between Elba 
and Enteprise to handle the 
additional telephone calls. He noted 
that this will be only the second 
installation in Alabama of this new 
long distance lines. The other is the 
General Telephone lines between 
Ozark and Dothan. The new lines are 
hair size strings of glass and one 
strand can handle 672 conversations 


at the same time. The Elba- 
Enterprise hook-up will have six 
pairs of this cable and should handle 
the increase in calling for several 
years, Entz said. 

Total cost of the equipment 
update and EAS is $285,000. Entz 
said that new technology in the near 
future will tripple the capacity of 
these fiber-optic lines and it will be a 
direct benefit to the telephone users 


in the area. He noted that static will’ 


be virtually nonexistant and water in 


problem, because it can’t get in. 

Entz explained some of the fast 
changing parts of deregulation of the 
industry and pointed out the many 
options a telephone user has on 
buying or leasing a telephone.

school boards in Coffee County- 
Elba, Enterprise and Coffee County- 
was held last Friday morning in the 
office of the Enterprise super- 
intendent to explain the history of 
the taxes and the proper procedure 
for getting them repassed by the 
voters of the county.

Presently in the City of Elba the 
property tax for schools consists of 
three levies of 1 mill, four mills and 
six mills for a total of eleven mills 
earmarked for schools. Enterprise 
has this same make up plus an 
additional 1 mill placed on by the 
City of Enterprise, earmarked for the 
schools. 


Coffee County schools receive the 
same one mill and four mill, but also 
get seven mills of district tax, for a 
total of twelve. 

School officials stress that these 
monies are used to support the basic 
education requirements and are not 
for any frills. State law requires that 
those property taxes levied in the 
districts must be collected for the 
schools to participate in the 
minimum program funding from the 
state. 

The importance of approving the 
tax was stressed by Haskell several 
times during his presentation. Once 
he pointed out that the Alabama 
constitution does not make public 
schools an absolute requirement and 
schools would have to close if the tax 
is terminated. 

The tentative date for the tax vote 
is May 1S, if the proper signatures

are submitted to the County 
Commission at their next meeting. 
School officials are presently 
securing these signatures from 
property owners within the county. 
Haskell noted that it was very

We have 
listened to all the technical words of the experts responsible for wording the 
vote measures properly and think we could now give that speech and pass as 
the ‘texpert’’; but let us stop short of that and go on record as supporting this 
continuation of basic school funding. If anyone has a question on the matter, 
we can probably give a more accurate answer on this than on many things 
and if not, we have several telephone numbers that will get the correct 


answers. Ask us. 


The Alabama legislature is wrestling with a measure to increase the 
minimum auto insurance required by Alabama law. We have no quarrel with 
higher limits, and in fact already carry more ourselves, but before we pass 
such a law, we need to figure out some way to get everyone paying the 
present minimum insurance. Opponents are probably correct when they say 
the higher limits and accompanying higher costs will just cause additional 
people to forego any insurance not required by the finance company.

Used Car Dealers 


In Trouble 


Alabama Attorney General 
Charles A. Graddick and United 
States Attorney John. C. Bell 
has announced that 47 used car, 
dealers throughout the state of 
Alabama have been charged with 
mail fraud by the federal grand jury 
in Montgomery in connection with 
odometer rollbacks on used cars. 

The indictments are the result of 
a joint investigation conducted by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and the Offices of the Alabama 
Attorney General and the United 
States Attorney. 

The 42 indictments, some of 
which name multiple defendants, 
alleged that during the years 1981 
through 1983 the used car dealers 
rolled back odometer mileage of 
between 20,000 to 80,000 miles per 
vehicle on approximately 130 used 
cars. 

The dealers are then alleged to 
have sold the automobiles concealing 
the fact that the odometers had been 
reset to register fewer miles. The 
dealers are further alleged to have 
caused applications for certificates of 
title containing false mileage to be 
submitted by mail to the Alabama 
Department of Revenue. 

The indictments range from one 
to thirteen counts. Each count 
carries a maximum penalty of five 
years and a fine of $1,000. 

Attorney General Graddick and 
United States Attorney Bell 
commend FBI Agent Bill Long, 
Investigator Tim Kornegay of the * 
Attorney General's Office, and 
Assistant United States Attorney 
David Allred for their efforts in the 
investigation of the case. The 
investigation is continuing. 

It has been learned that at least 
one car dealer from Coffee County 
has been charged in the case; 
however, no names will be released 
until later this week.

In the 13th chapter of Matthew 
Jesus is teaching in parables, and 
one is the parable of the wheat and 
The picture in ‘this particular 
parable would be quite clear to an 
audience in Palestine. Tares were 
urses against which the 
farmer had to labor, weeds called 
‘bearded darnel’’. The wheat and 
tares could not be safely separated 
when. both were growing, but in the 
end they had to be separated. 

The separation had to be made 
because the grain of the darnel is 
slightly poisonous, causes dizziness 
and sickness and is narcotic in effect; 
even a small amount has a bitter and 
unpleasant taste. In the end it is 
usually separated by hand after the 
threshing, and is usually done by 
women,

So then the darnel in the early’ 


stages is indistinguishable from the 
wheat, but in the end it has to be 
separated or the consequences are 
serious.

There is in 
the Roman code of law a law 
forbidding this crime, and the pun- 
ishment for it is stipulated.

good man. It may well be - and many 
times certainly is - a fact that we are 
too quick to classify people and label 
them ‘‘good’’ or ‘‘bad’’ without 
knowing all the facts and without the 
necessary knowledge. 

It teaches us not to be too quick 
with our judgments. If the reapers 
had had their way they would have 
tried to tear out the tares, and the 
only result would have been that 
they would have torn out the wheat 
as well. Judgement had to wait until 
harvest came. A man in the end will 
be judged, not by any single act or 
stage in his life but by his whole life. 
Therefore judgment cannot come 
until the end. 

A man may make a great mistake 
and then redeem himself, and by 
God's grace atone for that sin and 
the rest of his life be a lovely thing. A 
man may live an honorable life and 
then in the end wreck it all by a 
sudden collapse into sin. No one 
who sees just a part of a thing can 


who knows only a part of a man’s life 
can judge the whole man. 

It teaches us that judgment does 
come in the end. Judgment is not 
hasty, but judgment does come. The 
separation of the good and the bad 
does come in the end. It may be 
that, humanly speaking, in this life, 
the sinner seems to escape the 
consequences, but there is a life to 
come. It may seem, that humanly 
speaking, goodness never seems to 
enter into its reward, but there is a 
new world to redress the balance of 
the old. 

Finally, it teaches us that the only 
person with the right to judge is God. 
It is God alone who can discern the 
good and the bad; it is God alone 
who sees all of a man and all of a 
man’s life. It is God alone who can 
judge. 

So. ultimately this parable is two 
things: first, itis a warning to us not 
to judge other people at all; second it 
is a warning to us that in the end 
there comes the judgment of God.

THOMAS C. CASADAY 
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PEANUT PROMOTION 

Bill Watson, who farms in the 
Bethany Community, told me a few 
days ago that he sees very few 
newspapers advertisements pushing 
peanut butter. Of course, the 
Alabama Peanut Producers 
Association and the Georgia and 
Florida Associations have a national 
peanut promotional program which 
is centered nation-wide with 
emphasis on the cities. Local 
newspapers have ads occasionally 
promoting peanut butter and oil. 

Watson and I agreed that one of 
the best ways to get more peanut 
used is to start sending our locally 
produced peanuts to relatives and 
friends throughout the country. I 
send a lot of small bags of peanuts to 
people. Of course, most folks would 
appreciate a jar of our locallv 
produced peanut butter. 


CAN'T UNDERSTAND 

Farmers talk occasionally about 
the price spread between their raw 
product and the finished product. 
Just recently I bought a pound box of 
40 percent bran flakes which is made 
from wheat, and it cost $2.19 plus 
tax. A 14-ounce package of shredded 
wheat was $1.92 plus tax. I don’t go 
in the grocery store very often, but I 
was amazed to see how the prices for 
these products has shot up 
dramatically in recent years. But the 
price of wheat is about the same as it 
was several years ago. 

You can understand a farmer's 
frustration when it takes several 
months to produce a bushel of wheat 
which he has to harvest and deliver 


makes grain sorghum look more 
promising. In addition, grain 
sorghum fits in with double cropping 
and crop rotation systems with 
soybeans, wheat and other crops. 
We have a new 1984 production 
guide on grain sorghum. Growers 
interested in getting the latest 
recommendations should contact us. 


SOYBEANS 

Some growers contracted 
soybeans this week for about $7.00 a 
bushel. With average yields this 
should be a profitably year for most 
growers. 

Soybeans are very sensitive to 
acid soils--soils with a low pH. Many 
problems of low yields can be traced 
to a lack of lime. A soil pH of 6.0 to 
6.5 assures that soil acidity will not 
limit soybean yields. 

Soybeans are also heavy feeders 
of the fertilizer element potassium. 
Be sure that there is enough of this 
element in the soil. The best way is 
to take soil samples, and follow 
recommendations carefully. 


SPECIAL SAFETY PRECAUTIONS

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FUSIFORM RUST 

Fusiform rust is beginning to pop 
out on pine trees. This is the bright 
orange, powdery growth that 
appears on the trunk and limbs. This 
rust is very damaging to young 
pines. If the trunk becomes infected, 
it will weaken or even kill the pine. 
After the tree trunk grows to 6 to 10 
inches in diameter, fusiform rust 
doesn't attack the trunk. It may get 
on some of the limbs, but this is not a 
real problem to the pine. 

If the trunk on a young pine tree 
shows a lot of area covered with the 
fusiform rust, I would go ahead and 
cut this tree out now. The tree may 
live, but at some point later on a high 
wind may break the tree off causing 
it to damage your house or car. 

The spores from one pine will not 
infect another pine. Oak trees have 
to be an intermediate host. There is 
no chemical control for fusiform rust.

Commission Sets May 15 As Election 


Date For Extension Of School Tax 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 9 at the Courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to hold a 
special election on May 15 to allow 
county citizens to vote on a 30 year 


extension for countywide school 
taxes. 
Elba Supt. John Osburn, 


Enterprise Supt. Thad Morgan and 
County Supt. John W. Vaughan were 
present at the Monday meeting, and 
Supt. Vaughan told the commission 
‘*We are here as prescribed by law. 
It is time to renew the county- 
wide school taxes, and I would like to 
exphasize the word renew. It is not 
an increase in taxes, it is simply a 
continuance of the present tax. If 
passed by the voters the tax will be 
extended for a 30 year period, if not, 
we'll have to close the door to all the 
schools.”’ 

The commission approved the 
request unanimously and set an 
election date for May 15. 

Enterprise Attorney Kenneth 
Fuller was at the meeting represent- 
ing Couch Inc. and told the 
commission ‘‘we have a problem 
with a purchase order.’’ 

According to Fuller, in® March, 
1984, the county issued a purchase 
order to Wiregrass Construction to 
purchase 14,000 tons of asphalt. The 
purchase order was given on the 
final day of a six-month contract, and 
Fuller stated ‘‘We contest the 
legality of the purchase order and 
contend it is yoid!’’ 


During a lenghthy discussion, 
Fuller stated the material was to be 
delivered at a future date, the price 
was not the same price on the 
original contract and the county 
could have saved over $40,000 by 
using the state bid price. 

“‘My client thinks the county 
showed favoritism to a contractor in 
giving the purchase order,’’ added 
Fuller, ‘‘and Couch insists on a fair 
oppurtunity to receive a bid on 
asphalt.”’ 

Mr. Henry Harper, the president 
of Wiregrass Const., stated, ‘‘I feel 
the purchase order is valid. There 
was a clerical error in the price, but 
that wouldn't void the order.”’ 

Harper said his company had 
spent $70,000 getting ready for the 
order, which was verbally received 
during the winter. He added that 
there was nothing wrong with 
issuing a purchase order with a 
delayed delivery date. 

The commission listened to both 
Fuller and Harper, but made no 
statement, apparently content that 
the county attorney was correct in 
saying the action was legal.
